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UNIFORMITY IN SIGNS. 


It is averred that a lack 


of uniform system of road 
marking is responsible for 
many automobile accidents. 
Not only is there wide varie- 
ty in warning signs, but 
commercial signs along the 
highways tend to confuse 
because many of them are 
made in imitation of warn- 
ings with the intent to at- 
tract the eye of the passer- 
by. The American Automo- 
bile Association is promot- 
ing a campaign to secure 
uniformity. Now when mo- 
torists fare far there is an 
imperative need for a sys- 
tem as wide as the nation. 


So long as travel on the 


roads was confined mainly 
to those familiar with the lo- 
cality, as was the case be- 
fore motor cars came into 
general use, and long trips 
Were unusual, there was lit- 
tle need for warning signs. 
No high speed in'travel was 
attained "with 
horse-drawn 


vehicles. When it became 
necessary in the interest- of 
safety to warn automobilists 
of short curves or other per- 
ils of the highway each lo- 
cality, or state 
perhaps, 


adopted its own idea. The 
result is much diversity and 
that is what it is sought to 
correct. 
It is suggested that a cer- 


tain color and a fixed design 
should convey a definite 
message of the degree of 
danger. 
It should be so 


plain that a glance will be 
sufficient to take in its full 
meaning. From a nation of 
many thousands of circum- 
scribed localities, the auto- 
mobile has made the United 
•States practically one unit. 
The public highway is the 
link connecting the various 
localities. Hence the need 


' for the same warning signs 


in Illinois'as in Pennsylvania, 
in Maine as well as in Flori- 
da. Uniformity will not be 
secured without effort, but 
its attainment will be worth 
while.

BADGE WEARERS. 


Responsibility for the bu- 


r e a u c r a t i c government 
which has come into being 
at Washington and for the 
superabundance of inspec- 
tions and supervisory activi- 
ties that are the stock in 
trade of. the bureaucracy 
must be placed on the politi- 
cal proposition that the pub- 
lic must be protected. It is 
giving the politicians credit 
for too much imagination to 
charge to them the inven- 
tion of the one thousand and 
one ways of the bureaucra- 
cy to make new jobs for the 
reward of party loyalty. 


All for the protection of 


the citizenry, congress and 
the state legislatures, in the 
course of a relatively few 
years, have passed laws and 
appropriated billions in pub- 
lic monies for the inspection 
of mines, ships, 
airships, 


meat and other foods, build- 
ings, plumbing, factories, 
"cellars," weights and mea- 
sures, 
butter 
substitutes, 


dairy herds and their, prod- 
ucts, homes, babies and so 
on ad infinitum. 


Now all this government 


meddling—it often amounts 
to only that—could be tol- 
erated gracefully and the 
enormous bill presented to 
the taxpayers, for it -won !cl 
not seem excessive if it al- 
ways accomplished its given 
purpose. But when .such 
disasters as the sinking of 
the Vestris with shocking 
loss of life are traced to 
careless or incompetent gov- 
ernment inspection the heav- 
ily burdened taxpayer feols 
it is all in vain.

Theoretically, g o v e r n - 


ment inspection is justified 
by the carelessness, reck- 
lessness and irresponsibility 
not wholly foreign to private 
business. But, on the same 
theory, government inspec- 
tion is justified by the large 
number of accidents that oc- 
cur in spite of compulsory 
inspection. 


When 
the 
government 


maintans an inspector the 
public has a right to expect

and 
competent. 


When the inspection proves 
otherwise the public is war- 
ranted in feeling that the in- 
spectorship is for the-profit 
of the badge-wearing job- 
holder- rather than for the 
protection of the people. 


FIRM FOUNDATION. 
A country is overpopulat- 


ed, from the economic view- 
point, when its resources, in- 
itiative and enterprise are 
not adequate to 
keep ils 


population productively em- 
p l o y e d . 
Overpopulation 


may be an actuai condition, 
but in most instances it is a 
relative one. 


An economist who has 


studied conditions in^ Europe 
suggests that the sweep of 
industrialism has brought 
the peoples of Europe to a 
high level without at 
the 


same time providing for the 
maintenance of the increas- 
ing population. 
He indi- 


cates that declining birth 
rates eventually will restore 
the equilibrium. 


The United States is in no 


such position. Its industrie 
have 
been 
expanding in 


ways to provide employment 
at a rate that has advanced 
the scale of living, while at 
the same time affording en- 
terprise full incentive for its 
undertakings. The country 
could maintain a much larg- 
er population. 


The sources of prosperity 


have been generously pro- 
ductive for the U n i t e d 
States, in contrast with many 
other countries, but it 
equally true that here those 
sources have not been dis- 
sipated and repressed. In- 
itiative and enterprise are 
encouraged and the best pos- 
sible use is made of every 
natural resource.

"First Rotarian" 


Of Asia to Attend 


Meet in Dallas 


DALLAS, Nov. 26-M1—Umeklo- 


lii Yoneyama, one of Japan's Icail- 
Ing financiers and "first Rotarian" 
in Asia, has promised definitely to 
attend the .International convention 
of Rotary clubs in Dallas next May, 
Information received by Rotary in- 
ternational headquarters nt Chica- 
go disclosed. He will bring with 
him his son and the largest dele- 
gation from Japan ever to attend 
a Rotary convention. 
Yoneyama is president of 
the 
Mitsui Trust Company and a di- 
rector of the Mitsui bank, which 
has branches throughout the world. 
He was the first to introduce sev- 
eral modern banking practices in 
the commercial life of Japan. 
In 12 years spent in American 


universities the Japanese Rotarian 
familiarized himaelf with the Kne- 


llsh language. He holds B. A. and 
M. A. degrees for academic work 
at Amherst College and Ohio Wes- 
leyan University.. 
On account of Yoneyama'a Inti- 
mate knowledge of the language of 
this country his government has 
honored him with many special 
missions to America. In 1921 he 
was a member of the delegation of 
prominent Japanese business men 
who came to the United States to 
study conditions here and to create 
a better understanding between 
the commercial interests of the two 
countries. 
Yoneyama was president of the 


first Rotary club in Japan at Tok- 
yo. This year he was appointed 
first governor of the Rotary dis- 
trict which Includes the clubs In 
Japan, making him the'"first Ro- 
tarian" of the Far East; It was 
due largely to his leadership that 
ideals and customs of Rotary took 
firm root In Japanese life, despite

SCIENTIFIC FIND 


CONFERENCE ON 
COAL HEARS OF NEW AUTO 


ENGINE FUEL 


By HOWARD W. BLAKESIJCE. 
Associated Prens Science Editor. 
PITTSBURGH, Nov. 24.—t/T(>—In- 


vention of a new automobile fuel of 
dry powder named carbonal phine, 
promised by its inventor to sim- 
plify auto engine construction and 
partially to usurp steam power, was 
announced in a paper presented to 
the International 
conference on 


bituminous coal at the Carnegie In- 
stitute of Technology today. 


The author was Dr. Jacobus G. 


Aarts, director of the Prlvaat In- 
stitut Voor Technologic, Dbngcn, 
the Netherlands. 
He did not at- 


tend the congress and bis paper 
was read by Karl L. Kithil of Den- 
vcr.Aarts said his fuel is pure active 
carbon, a product resembling fine 
graphite, and that it can be mixed 
with oil or pulverized coal to make 
motor fuel. He said his Institute is 
building a special motor for the 
fuel and "hopes to have it running 
in three months, carbonal phine be- 
ing used, both liquid and dry." 
His process, of manufacture 
is 


changing coal into carbon dioxide, 
the 
latter into carbon monoxide, 


and this carbonal phine and carbon 
dioxide. The final.carbon dioxide 
would be used again in the next 
batch of coal to make more carbon- 
al phine. For the fuel he claimed 
"the 
finest structure Imaginable,
